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Man, 92, feared for life at 
hands of a violent raider

A 92-YEAR OLD man, savagely beaten 
in his own home during a burglarly, 
says he thought was going to die. 

Frank Davis was left with severe 
bruising and cuts to his face after 
being attacked during a raid over the 
weekend. 

The pensioner opened the door to a 
male caller at around 6pm last Friday, 
in the George Nutt Close area of 
Northampton. 

The man barged past him into the 
house, physically assaulted him and 
then demanded money. 

The offender stole a quantity of cash 
from the property and made reference 
to the victim being lucky that he ‘had 
money’. 

A badly shaken Mr Davis, said: “Fie 
grabbed my face with his hands and 
dug his fingers in. 

“It really hurt and he hit my head 
against the floor several times. 

“He asked for money, I was so afraid, 
I thought I better tell him otherwise he 
would kill me. 

“I had no choice. I was scared and 
afraid for my life. 

“I don’t know how someone can do 
this. He came into my house and 
attacked a vulnerable man like me. 

“These people have no 
conscience. 

“I really thought I would be killed if I 
didn’t tell him where the money was.” 

A senior Northamptonshire police 


officer has condemned the criminals 
responsible for a series of attacks on 
elderly people in their own homes and 
stealing, in some cases, less than £50. 

Detective Chief Inspector Mark 
Behan said he has been shocked by 
the level of violence which these 
people have used to steal such a small 
amount of money. 

Speaking about seven 

distraction burglaries, one of which 
involved an 84-year-old woman being 
slapped across the face, he said: “It is 
dreadful and despicable. 

“None of these people were putting 
up a fight so why would you attack 
someone in their own home? 

“There was not even a great deal of 
money stolen, the amount was very 
small and in some cases it was less 
than £100 and most of them were less 
than £50. 

“What is unusual is the level of vio¬ 
lence associated with these incidents. 

“We are desperate to bring these 
people to justice but we also want to 
stop these offences occurring. All 
these incidents are a concern. 

“One of the victims, an elderly lady 
had only just come out of hospital 
having been treated for a heart condi¬ 
tion. 

“You should have a level of sanctuary 
in your own home and having 
something like this happening to you 
or you think it could happen to you, 
chips away at your confidence.”

Burglary a concern 
offenders are found

A SENIOR detective has spoken of her 
concern about a series of distraction 
burglaries in the town which have 
involved violence against pensioners. 

Detective Inspector Lorraine Gordon, 
who is investigating the incidents, 
described them as Very serious’. 

The H&P today reveals how 92-year- 
old Frank Davis feared he was going to 
die after being beaten up in his home. 

And this week police released an 
artist’s impression following a second 
attack which occurred around 3pm on 
Saturday in London Road, 
Northampton. 

During the incident, the offender 
knocked on the door of a 90-year-old 
man claiming to be from the water 
board and saying he needed to check 
the water supply. 

Once in the property the offender 
pulled a knife on the victim and 
demanded money. He then made off 
with a quantity of cash. 

A third incident was reported to the 
police last Thursday in Delapre 
Crescent Road, Northampton. At 
around 3pm an offender knocked on 
the door of an 84-year-old woman and 
again claimed to be from the water 
board. He pushed his way into the

house and instructed the victim to test 
the taps. 

When she became suspicious and 
asked him to leave he slapped her and 
demanded money. He then left the 
property having stolen cash. 

This latest series of incidents follows 
seven distraction crimes which have 
been reported to police since early fune.

While in some of the cases, entry was 
not made by the offender, in others cash 
was stolen or the victim was assaulted. 

The earliest report of a distraction 
incident was received on Sunday, fune 7 
in Treetops, Northampton. 

A second report came on Thursday, 
July 12 in Bedford Road East. A third 
incident was received on July 13, in 



Residents raise their objections over 
plan to extend village school numbers 


FURIOUS residents are 
battling against a £2.3 
million plan to double 
the size of a village 
primary school. 

Northamptonshire 
County Council has put 
forward a planning appli¬ 
cation which would see a 
two storey teaching block 
built at Kingsthorpe 
Village Primary School to 
allow the number of 
pupils attending rise 
from 210 to 420. 

The building would 
create an additional nine 
classrooms and support 
accommodation, a new 
covered link to the exist¬ 
ing building, a larger staff 
car park, an additional 
hard surface play area, an 
extension to the existing 


covered play canopy and 
deck and the demolition 
of the existing caretaker’s 
room. 

A number of 
Kingsthorpe residents are 
angry about the proposal 
as they feel it will be a blot 
on the landscape and not 
good for the area. 

One of those voicing his 
concerns is Clive 
Bradshaw, who lives adja¬ 
cent to the school in 
Knights Lane, 

Northampton. 

He said: “I think this is 
the wrong development 
in the wrong place. It will 
be very detrimental to the 
village. 

“We want the school as 
it is and do not want 420 
pupils. This is not in 


keeping with Kingsthorpe 
village. 

“What we have at the 
moment is a single storey 
but they want to build a 
two storey building and it 
will look horrendous.”

The council said people 
have until September 20 
to send their comments

The authority hopes a 
decision can be made on 
November 9. 


£49m cash pot 
to help improve 
council housing 

NORTHAMPTON Borough Council is to 
receive £49 million to improve the 
quality of its housing stock. 

The Decent Homes Backlog Funding, 
allocated by the Homes and 
Communities Agency, was originally 
made available at the beginning of last 
year but while funding for 2012/13 
was guaranteed, the authority’s 
allocations for 2013/14 were only 
indicative. 

Yesterday’s announcement confirms 
that the council has been allocated 
£14.7m in the next financial year and 
£30m the year after. 

Added to the £4.5m already received 
from this fund, this means more than 
£49m will be invested into the 
council’s homes by 2015. 

The money will be used to bring 
properties up to the ‘Decent Homes 
Standard’ through basic work including 
rewiring, heating and the installation 
of new kitchens and bathrooms. 

Of the 12,500 properties owned by 
the authority, 48 per cent are classed 
as not decent. 

Councillor Mary Markham, cabinet 
member for housing said: “It’s great to 
receive this money and shows that the 
Government are confident that our 
programme for bringing our properties 
up to this basic standard is on track. 

“But we can’t lose sight of the fact 
that we need to find a way to continue 
to maintain and improve those homes 
and to provide new homes for the 
more than 9,000 people currently on 
the housing register.” 

A programme of work will now be 
drawn up to be considered in 
December.

Pennycress Place, followed by another 
in the same road on Sunday, August 19. 

Three separate incidents were report¬ 
ed on the evening of Sunday, August 26 
- in Pennycress Place, Pleydell Road and 
Sheraton Close, Northampton. 

DI Gordon said: “Typically distraction 
burglaries, although unpleasant, do not 
involve violence. What we have seen in 
the most recent incidents is an unusual 
level of violence on vulnerable victims. 

“In particular, the attack on Mr Davis 
was callous and unnecessary and we 
need to identify the offender responsi¬ 
ble. We are doing everything we can to 
investigate theses crimes, and desper¬ 
ately need anyone with information to 
come forward. 

“We also need family and friends who 
know of elderly residents to warn them 
and ensure they do not open the door to 
unknown visitors.” 

She added: “We have issued two sepa¬ 
rate artist’s impressions of people we 
want to trace in connection with these 
crimes. Although there have been a 
number of distraction type incidents in 
Northampton recently, they are rare and 
at this stage there is nothing to suggest 
they are connected. 

“We are carrying out regular patrols in 
the neighbourhoods and have investi¬ 
gators working to identify the offenders 
responsible.”

NORTHAMPTON Crown Court is one 
of the toughest in the country when 
dealing with burglars. 

Official figures from the Ministry of 
Justice show that in 2010, the court 
was third in the UK for jailing 
burglars, with immediate prison 
sentences being handed out in 87 
per cent of cases. 

It deals with cases from across 
Northamptonshire and is the only 
crown court in the county. 

The court came third only to 
Dorchester in Dorset, which handed 
out prison sentences in 90 per cent 
of burglary cases, and Chichester 
which was second with an 88 
per cent record. 

However, the statistics show that 
Newport in South Wales was the 
most lenient court in the country 
with just under 58 per cent of 
convicted burglaries ending up in 
jail straight away. 

The figures were published after 
Tory MP Philip Davies requested the 
statistics through Parliamentary 
questions. 

A spokesman for the Sentencing 



Council said: “Since these figures 
were published, the Sentencing 
Council has introduced a new 
guideline forjudges and magistrates 
for sentencing burglars, which aims 
to ensure that the effect on victims 
is at the centre of considerations 
about what sentence each offender 
should receive. 

“Burglary is often not simply a 
crime against property but may have 
a serious impact on people whose 
houses or businesses are invaded. 

“Under the guideline, those who 
burgle people’s houses will normally 
go to prison.”

Fresh centre designs 
due in the new year

NEW plans for the redevelop¬ 
ment of the Grosvenor Centre 
are now expected to be unveiled 
in January. 

Owner of the Northampton 
shopping centre, Legal & General 
(L&G) is currently spending 
£150,000 on consultants and 
architects who will help shape 
the new scheme. 

In June, L&G stated it was delay¬ 
ing improvement works as it 
claimed the £250 million project 


was not ‘economically viable’. 
Following the announcement 
Northampton Borough Council 
and L&G met to discuss the agree¬ 
ment for the facility’s extension 
and decided to review it. 

This week, Phil Kennedy, senior 
vice president of strategic com¬ 
munications said: “L&G has given 
£150,000 to the consultants and 
architects to draw up new plans to 
be ready by the new year. 

“We hope to use the 
Northampton Alive event in 
lanuary to announce the new 
plans. We want to get them 


worked up and then they can go 
out to public consultation. 

“We are trying to line up a 
scheme which is where the econ¬ 
omy is at the moment coupled 
with out of town schemes. 

“The plan will look at the differ¬ 
ent options of what could go on 
the bus station site.” 

Last month, L&G announced 
plans to build four new restaurant 
units at Sixfields which will create 
around 90 new jobs. 

Mr Kennedy added the compa¬ 
ny did not see this clashing with 
plans for the Grosvenor. 


Fishmarket works under way 


PREPARATION has started ahead 
of the demolition of the 
Fishmarket to make way for 
a new bus station. 

Work has begun in Sheep 
Street, Northampton, to divert 
essential piping, cabling and 
other services away from the 
old indoor market which was 
until recently being used as an 
arts centre. 

The site will be transformed 
into a new bus interchange, 
replacing Greyfriars Bus Station. 

Redirecting underground 
services will be the final works 
before demolition begins in 


November. Councillor David 
Mackintosh, leader of 
Northampton Borough Council, 
said: “Our town is being 
transformed. 

“Everywhere you look there 
are Northampton Alive projects 
taking shape and breathing new 
life into areas that are ready for 
investment. 

“The new bus interchange will 
give visitors to Northampton 
the right impression.”

Prison officer held 
in hacking inquiry

A PRISON officer has been 
arrested on suspicion of conspir¬ 
acy to corrupt and misconduct 
in a public office. 

The 31-year-old was held at his 
home in Northampton by detec¬ 
tives investigating alleged corrupt 
payments to public officials. 

A prison service spokesman 
said: “The Prison Service is com¬ 
mitted to dealing robustly with all 
forms of corruption, including 
the unauthorised disclosure of 


sensitive information for finan¬ 
cial gain. 

“Such activity is a fundamental 
breach of the Civil Service Code 
and may constitute the criminal 
offence of misconduct in public 
office.” 

He is the 44th person to be 
arrested as part of the Operation 
Elveden inquiry. It came as a result 
of information passed to police by 
News Corporation’s management 
standards committee. 

Operation Elveden is being 
carried out alongside Operation 
Weeting, the inquiry into phone 


hacking that has seen 25 people 
arrested and eight people charged 
so far, and Operation Tuleta, the 
investigation into computer 
hacking and other privacy 
breaches that has seen 12 arrests. 

David Cameron’s former spin 
doctor Andy Coulson and former 
News International chief execu¬ 
tive Rebekah Brooks are among 
the eight charged under 
Operation Weeting. 

They are due to appear at the 
Old Bailey on September 26, 
along with five other former News 
of the World journalists. 


Headteacher speaks out over GCSE mark ‘failures’ 


AN exam watchdog has been taken to 
task by a headteacher over GCSE results. 

Mike Griffiths, from Northampton 
Boys School, criticised Ofqual, saying 
that the unreliability of the results in his 
school showed that they ‘failed to 
maintain standards’. 

He spoke on Tuesday at the Education 
Select Committee looking into claims 
that GCSE grades have been manipu¬ 
lated downwards this year. 

Ahead of the hearing, leaked letters 
showed that Ofqual had ordered the 
exam board Edexcel to make changes 
in its grade boundaries. 


At the meeting Mr Griffiths told MPs 
that in his school English results had 
fallen by 17 per cent - when in previous 
years there had only been a small 
variation. 

He said: “It means that for those 
pupils who have missed out their hopes 
and aspirations have been shattered.” 

Glenys Stacey, head of Ofqual, told 
the committee that she rejected claims 
of any unfairness in the results or sug¬ 
gestion of political interference. 

She added that she defended Ofqual’s 
role in ensuring that the grades reflect¬ 
ed the level of achievement.

Councils quick 
at paying bills

COUNCILS in the county are among 
some of the quickest - at settling their 
bills. 

A Freedom of Information request from 
the Forum of Private Business shows 
Northamptonshire’s authorities do not 
make companies wait for their cash and 
pay their accounts pronto. 

The figures reveal the percentage of 
local authorities paying their bills within 
under 30 days are - South 
Northamptonshire Council (SNC) 99.9 
per cent, Northamptonshire County 
Council (NCC) 99 per cent, Northampton 
Borough Council (NBC) 98 per cent and 
Wellingborough Council (WC) 95.1 per 
cent. 

And for paying up within ten days SNC 
is 96.1 per cent, NCC 94 per cent, NBC 
69.2 per cent and WC 63.8 per cent. 

The Forum’s policy advisor, Robert 
Downes, said: “The East Midlands is a bit 
of an enigma. 

“While it is now actually taking longer 
to pay suppliers than three years ago, it

remains one of the better performing 
English regions for settling quickly. 

“This is perhaps more of a testament to 
how well they were doing in 2009 though 
compared to now. 

“That said, the region is home to the 
three fastest paying councils in all of 
England, Northamptonshire’s average of 
just four days is frankly amazing. 

“There are many councils nationally 
who could learn a lot from 
Northamptonshire’s example, it’s a pity 
they can’t be given beacon status in this 
field.”

CHARITY collectors will have to 
stick to new rules when asking 
for donations in Northampton in 
a move designed to ‘stamp out’ 
aggressive tactics. 

In a bid to crackdown on the 
intimidating fundraising efforts 
used by some collectors, known 
as ‘chuggers’, a new voluntary 
agreement is to be launched on 
Monday. 

It has been drawn up by 
Northampton Borough Council 
and Public Fundraising 
Regulatory Association (PFRA) to 
help deal more effectively with 
the problem of face-to-face 
fundraisers who target the town’s 
shoppers and visitors. 


The Northampton agreement 
will require PFRA members to 
abide by the rules if they wish to 
operate in town. 

They will balance the duty of 
charities and not-for-profit 
organisations to fundraise with 
the rights of the public to go 
about their business without 
undue inconvenience. 

The changes will see fundraisers 
only allowed to operate in the 
pedestrianised areas of Abington 
Street between Wellington Street 
and St Giles Terrace and between 
Dychurch Lane and the Cobbler’s 
Last statue. 

Only one charity will be allowed 
to fundraise in any one area in 
any one day and the number of 
fundraisers will be limited to no 
more than three in the first area 


and two in the second. Frequency 
of fundraising will be also limited 
to Mondays, Tuesdays and 
Thursdays between the hours of 
10am and 6pm. 

Councillor David Mackintosh, 
leader of the council, said: “I am 
determined to deal with this 
problem to stamp out the sort of 
aggressive tactics used by some 
face-to-face charity fundraisers. 

“Not only does their behaviour 
intimidate shoppers to the point 
that they avoid certain streets and 
areas of town but it also causes a 
big problem for the reputation of 
charity fundraising. 

“Something really does have to 
be done and I am hoping that this 
agreement will work.” 

The situation will be monitored 
over the next six months.

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Adam’s rap for 
999 call errors

REASSURANCES are 
being sought over the 
handling of police 999 
calls in the county. 

The Conservative Police 
and Crime Commissioner 
(PCC) candidate Adam 
Simmonds has said he is 
concerned by the ‘quality 
of the service’ by 
Northamptonshire Police. 

He criticised the Force for 
‘putting calls down before 
they were answered’. 

It comes in the wake of 
the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission’s 
investigation which 
showed that handlers 
made serious mistakes 
when a call was received 
from one of the Ding girls 
as her parents were being 
murdered in their 
Wootton, Northampton 
home in April 2011. 

All four members of the 
family died and the call 
error meant precious time 
was lost in finding them 
and the potential of 
apprehending prime 
suspect Anxiang Du - who 
has since been traced to 



Morocco. Mr Simmonds 
said: “I am very concerned 
by the current quality of 
service - the basic founda¬ 
tion of a police force is it 
promptly responds to 
emergencies, and 

Northants Police appears 
to be failing in that duty. 

“Abandoned 999 calls 
used to be a rarity but 
since the changes I under¬ 
stand that there have been 
hundreds where the call 
gets put down before it’s 
answered. 

“This is despite 
Northamptonshire Police 
being criticised by the 
IPCC for how they had 
mismanaged an aban¬ 
doned 999 call from one of 
the household during the 
Ding murders. 

“All of this is an extremely 


serious matter and local 
people need to be reas¬ 
sured that the 999 service 
upon which they rely at 
times of serious crime or in 
relation to matters of life 
and death, is set to dramat¬ 
ically recover from its pres¬ 
ent very poor position.” 

Superintendent Mick 
Stamper, head of the Force 
Control Room, said: 
“Northamptonshire Police 
has an excellent record of 
responding to 999 calls. 

“On an average day we 
receive more than 300 
emergency calls and more 
than 1,000 non emergency 
calls to the control room. 

“We strive to answer all 
calls as promptly as possi¬ 
ble and on the rare occa¬ 
sion that a 999 caller 
hangs up the phone 
before we have the oppor¬ 
tunity to answer, we 
always call back to estab¬ 
lish the safety of the caller. 

“Northamptonshire 
Police takes its duty to 
protect the people of the 
county very seriously and 
members of the public 
can be assured that we will 
respond appropriately to 
their call.”

£2m Egyptian 
statue sparks 
‘done deal’ row

A COUNCIL leader has said if an opposi¬ 
tion party blocks the sale of an Egyptian 
artefact thought to be worth £2 million 
then he will ‘make sure everyone knows 
whose fault it is’. 

It comes in response to Labour leader 
Cllr Terry Wire’s call for further consulta¬ 
tion on the future of the Sekhemka stat¬ 
ue, which was valued by experts last 
month. 

The small tomb model of the high offi¬ 
cial has been in the council’s collection 
for more than 150 years and was gifted by 
the third Marquis of Northampton in 
about 1870. 

Money raised from any sale would be 
used to invest in history and heritage 
projects, including Delapre Abbey. 

Cllr Wire is calling on the council to 
‘pull’ plans to make a decision. 

It was due to be discussed at a meeting 
last night. 

Leader of Northampton Borough 
Council, Cllr David Mackintosh, said: 
“Labour are well aware of why we are 
looking to sell the statue, and by threat¬ 
ening to obstruct the sale they are jeopar¬ 
dising what could be in excess of £2m 
investment in front line services. 

“As we approach the budget we are try¬ 



ing to find money without having to cut 
front line services but if we have to make 
cuts because they have prevented us 
from selling the statue then we will make 
sure everyone knows whose fault that is.” 

Cllr Wire said: “A number of people 
have contacted me with their concerns 
and many feel this is a done deal. 

“The decision to sell seems very 
hurried. If the Cabinet decide to sell the 
monument Labour will ‘call-in’ that deci¬ 
sion into Scrutiny; this will also give 
members of the public the opportunity to 
express their views.”

Develop your education & training goal 


GETTING OFF 
TO A GOOD START 

YOU don't need to be told how much of a big deal choosing a school for your child is. 

It's probably been on your mind since your child was born. While reputation plays a big part, 
take a look around the schools in the local area. Take advantage of open days or, if you prefer, 
organise an appointment and have an individual tour with a senior member of staff. School is 
not only a place of learning in terms of academia, but also in the social sense. School is an 
important part of your child's life, as they learn to mix with their peers and to make friends. 
Ask about the facilities 
such as after school care. 

Speaking to the local authority helps too. League tables and exam results can give you a good 
reflection of the performance of a school. Asking children who already go to a particular school 
is a good way to get a grasp of what pupils think. It is surprising how unbiased and informative 
children can be. 

Observe how teachers react with their pupils and 
if you can, don't hesitate to speak to parents who 
are picking their children up at the end of the day. 

If you explain your reasoning for asking they will 
be more likely to help, as they too will have been 
in the same situation. 

Lastly, and arguably most importantly, see how 
your child feels about the school. Take on board 
their comments and opinions. If they respond 
positively, they are more likely to have a positive 
experience.

PAUL di Resta was left disappointed 
with an eighth place finish at Sunday’s 
Italian Grand Prix after feeling he 
could have achieved more in different 
circumstances.

JOE Widdowson has settled well 
into life with Northampton Town, 
and the left back believes the 
Cobblers’ new-look defence is now 
starting to find its feet after con¬ 
secutive clean sheets. 

The 23-year-old moved to 
Sixfields on a free transfer in the 
summer following his release by 
Rochdale at the end of last season 
and has already won plenty of 
admirers thanks to some impres¬ 
sive performances. 

Widdowson feels the back four 
have also started to work better 
together in recent weeks having 
become more familiar, particularly 
after not conceding in the 
Johnstone’s Paint Trophy win over 
MK Dons and Saturday’s 2-0 home 
victory against AFC Wimbledon. 

“We’re still getting to know each 
other as a team, we’re still gelling 
and we’re still building relation¬ 
ships across the pitch,” he said. 

“As a back four, especially, that 
defensive unit is important and you 
want to try to keep clean sheets - 
stopping goals is what we are there 
to do. 

“I think we are improving and the 
clean sheet on Saturday was impor¬ 
tant for us. We needed it after con¬ 
ceding a few goals and we were 
disappointed with the goals that we 
let in against Wolves, Plymouth and 
Southend. 

“But I think we’re getting there 
and we understand each other bet¬ 
ter. For me, I played with Anthony 
Charles in pre-season and at the 
start of the season, and now David 
Artell has come into the team. 

“It’s about getting to know each 
other and we’re trying to cut out the 
silly little mistakes that have been 


leading to goals, so I think we’re 
getting there." 

Northampton have made a steady 
start to the new League Two season, 
but on Saturday face the difficult 
trip to early high-fliers Fleetwood 
Town who have hit the ground run¬ 
ning after being promoted as Blue 
Square Bet Premier champions. 

Micky Mellon’s men have proven 
prolific in front of goal as well, with 
both of their last two league fixtures 
resulting in 4-0 wins over Aldershot 
Town and Morecambe respectively. 


Widdowson is happy with how the 
Cobblers are progressing too, and 
puts part of that down to manager 
Aidy Boothroyd leaving it to the 
players to set their own and the 
team’s targets.

DORIAN West is a man who knows a thing or 
two about the importance of a strong pack of 
forwards, so it is pleasing for him that the 
Northampton Saints front eight have been once 
again making their mark in the Aviva 
Premiership. 

Since moving to Franklin’s Gardens as the club’s 
forward coach five years ago, the former England 
and Leicester Tigers hooker has helped turn the 
Saints pack into one of the most renowned in 
Europe. 

The wins against Gloucester and Exeter Chiefs 
in the opening weeks of the season have seen the 
forwards come to the fore, with skipper Dylan 
Hartley putting last Sunday’s 24-21 victory over 
the Chiefs down to the effectiveness of their 
driving maul. 

West is well aware that they will have to be at 


their best again when they head to Bath tomor¬ 
row night, saying: “It's crucial - the scrum, the 
maul and the line-out are what make rugby 
union different to other sports, and they make it 
special in my mind. 

“The better you can maul the ball, the better 
you create space for backs and there are sides 
out there that do their level best to try to stop 
you from mauling by whatever means. 

“Hopefully we’re going to continue to have 
strong referees that are going to make sides 
defend it properly so that you can create space 
for the backs.

Reeve: I can go all the way now 


BOXING 

NATHAN Reeve is in little doubt that 
he is now among the top super 
flyweights in the country after claim¬ 
ing the vacant British Masters title 
with an incredible stoppage of fellow 
prospect Terry Broadbent on 
Saturday night. 

The Northampton boxer halted the 
Yorkshireman 38 seconds into the 
eighth round of a contest he had 
been behind in early on at the Park 
Inn Hotel, sparking wild celebrations 
from the home town fans. 

Reeve had to weather an early 
storm from Broadbent before turn¬ 
ing things around in the second half 
of the fight, and he is now targeting a 
shot at the famous Lonsdale belt as 
well as looking beyond that. 

“I’ve said before that I’m a big 
puncher at this weight. I’ve got four 
knockouts out of seven wins and I’ve 


proved now that I’m one of the elite 
fighters in my weight division in the 
UK,” said the former Far Cotton Boys 
amateur. I’ve had a successful ama¬ 
teur career and boxed for England, I 
won world championships in kick¬ 
boxing and I really do think that I can 
go all the way. 

“I’d like to go on and fight for 
British titles and beyond if I get 
there. It will be a great achievement 
and will excite a lot of people.” 

This was about as close to a fifty- 
fifty contest as it gets, with both 
fighters being of similar age and hav¬ 
ing similar records. It more than 
lived up to expectations as well, with 
the pair dispensing with the niceties 
and spending much of the opening 
round going toe-to-toe in the centre 
of the ring. 

Broadbent dominated the second 
round though, clubbing Reeve with 
some brutal right hooks that opened 


up a big cut around his ear which 
would later require stitches. 

The 23-year-old then tried to ham¬ 
mer home the advantage over the 
next few rounds. 

Reeve would not yield though and 
in the seventh the momentum shift¬ 
ed when Broadbent was momentari¬ 
ly stunned with a left hook. He sur¬ 
vived, but the end came early in the 
eighth with Broadbent backed up 
into the corner. 

Reeve unloaded everything he had 
in his arsenal before referee Rob 
Chalmers jumped in to halt proceed¬ 
ings, and afterwards the 22-year-old 
put it down to the conditioning work 
done in the build-up to the fight. 

He said: “I felt that over the course 
of the fight I had the stamina and as 
the fight was progressing I thought I 
could wear him down gradually. 

“Once I had caught him with my 
shot they told me in the corner that I 


had hurt him and that I knew I could 
hurt him. I just thought it was a mat¬ 
ter of time, but I didn’t rush it too 
much.

Reeve improves his career record to

though - perhaps even for major 
domestic honours. 

It was a good night for the other 
two Northampton boxers on the 
card, with Ash Lane and Jamie 
Spence both recording points victo¬ 
ries.

LEE Dickson has warned that 
opposite number Michael 
Claassens is the man 
Northampton Saints must watch 
out for when they take on Bath 
tomorrow night. 

The Aviva Premiership clash at 
the Recreation Ground features two 
teams that have won both of their 
opening games going head-to- 
head in what is expected to be a 
close-fought affair, 

Dickson has targeted fellow 
scrum half Claassens as their dan¬ 
ger man, although he insists it will 
hinge on the Saints forwards get¬ 
ting the better of their Bath coun¬ 
terparts rather than him winning a 
personal battle with the South 
African. 

“They look very dangerous run¬ 
ners and they’ve got good forwards, 
and Claassens is the key person for 
them,” said the England ace. 

“He really runs the show down 
there, so our forwards have really 
got to get on top of him, stop what 
they do and worry about what we 
do. 

“Everyone says that nines have 
personal battles, but it’s actually 
hard to get nine-on-nine. Your for¬ 
wards make your job a lot easier. If 


you are playing behind a good pack 
then your nine will shine, and over 
the last two weeks our forwards 
have been playing really well. 

“Claassens has shown down there 
at Bath that everything good goes 
through him, so for me personally 
I’ll be keeping a close eye on him.” 

The Northampton pack have 
been in imperious form during the 
opening two weeks of the new 
Premiership season, with the driv¬ 
ing maul in particular proving a key 
weapon in last Sunday’s 24-21 win 
over Exeter Chiefs. 

That dominance makes Dickson’s 
job of directing them during a maul 
and at the scrum much easier, and 
that is exactly what the 
27-year-old wants it to be like for 
the rest of the season. 

“I’m loving it at the moment,” he 
said. “Playing behind a pack like 
that is the reason that I came to this 
club, especially the last two games 
where I have been having an arm¬ 
chair ride behind them. 

“The driving maul has been phe¬ 
nomenal and people have got to try 
and stop that. We’re just going to 
keep doing it and hopefully they 
can’t stop it, and if they can stop it 
then we’ve just got to work on it. 

“In the scrum as well, a lot of 
credit in these last few games has 
got to go to the forwards because 
they have been immense.”
